LEASE FORM AVAILABLE 


“ To 
encourage 
such 
agree­ 
ments, the F S A has worked out 
a flexible lease form available not 
only to F S A cooperators, but to 
other tenants as well. This form 
is written in clear, understand­ 
able language. As its name sug­ 
gests, it is flexible, and can be 
completed to meet the needs of 
a large variety of rental agree­ 
ments. 
“ Most of all, use of this form 
necessitates close council between 
landlord and tenant in working 
out their rental arrangements.” 
An example of the variety of 
agreements possible through use 
of this form is that 
regarding 
length of tenure. Under this sec­ 
tion, the parties may agree (1) on 


a definite period, (2) a definite
